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The Bible the Book for all Classes of Men. 

At the anniversary of the Rockingham County 
Bible Society, New Hampshire, in January last, Pro- 
fessor Andrew P. Peabody, of Harvard University, 
delivered a very interesting and powerful sermon on 
the theme, “The Bible the Source of Light ;”’ from 
which we make the following eloquent extract : 


But we need not pass beyond our own observation 
and experience for tokens of the illuminating power 
of the Bible. The wisest and best persons that we 
have known have confessedly been those who have 
— the Word of God for the lamp of their feet and 

e light of their path. How many have there been 
within our respective circles who have had little or 
no culture except from the Sacred Volume, yet whom 
that Book alone has made substantially wise, saga- 
cious as to the waymarks of duty, prudent in coun- 
sel, fruitful in discourse, refined in character, firm 
against temptation, resigned in grief, genial in sym- 
pathy, elastic under disappointment, serene in suf- 
fering, triumphant in the closing hour, loved in life, 


us the horizon of duty, and opened our way where 
it seemed closed before us. We have gone to it in 
our griefs, and sorrow’s countenance has been trans- 
figured, and her sable garments, as they dropped 
from her shoulders, have revealed to us the wings 
of a guardian angel. We have gone to it when the 
shadow of death has gathered over our homes, and 
it has sweetly communed with us of the mansions 
in the Father’s house above, and of the family gath- 
ering where the farewell is heard no more. We 
have gone to it in youth, and while we walked by 
its light, temptation lost its power, and we came off 
more than conquerors. We have gone to it under 
the weight of arduous and responsible duty, and have 
found maxims that could guide, promises that could 
strengthen, a helping hand let down from heaven 
over every steep and rough passage of our care-en- 
cumbered pathway. We have gone to it in old age; 
and when the lights of earth were. quenched, its 
heritage spent, its last sands running out, we have 
learned to look with the undimmed eye of faith to 
the home on high, where ‘they that wait upon the

of lengthened years shall be merged in immortal 


For ourselves, too, where else have we gone, or 
could we go, for our purest thoughts, our choicest 
consolations, our holiest purposes, our safest rules of 
duty, our best examples, our most sufficing and en- 
during hopes? Has the Divine Word in the Bible 
ever misled us, or left us without the light and guid- 
ance we needed? Is it not identified with all that 
is good in us, with whatever we would have live 
within us in death and wake to immortality? We 
have followed our impulses, our appetites, our pas- 
sions, when the Bible would have mortified them. 
We have reasoned out our own path, when the Bible 
pointed in a different direction. We have walked 
with men in ways of their choice, when the Bible 
would have prompted a walk alone with God. And 
what has it profited us? What revenue has thus 
accrued to us but vanity, vexation, regret, and re- 
morse? We have gone to the Bible in our perplex- 
ities, and a “Thus saith the Lord” has cleared for 


youth. 
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The Bible in Egypt. 
LETTER FROM OUR AGENT IN THE LEVANT.” 
Catro, Eaypt, March 2, 1864. 
My Dear Srr:—I arrived in this city last even- 
ing. Our voyage of five days from Constantinople 
(by way of Smyrna) to Alexandria was most delight- 
ful, and our ride by rail to this city yesterday was 
very pleasant. I am happy to report myself as 
already somewhat improved in health. My first 
duty then is to tell you of the good work in Egypt, 
and I rejoice that the account I am able to give 1s 
go encouraging. 
The sales of Scriptures, under direction of our 
American missionary brethren, for 1863, were as 
follows: In Alexandria, 622 copies, at about $123 ; 


in Cairo, 733 copies, at about $250 20; by the Ibis, 
on an excursion made by Rev. Mr. Lansing and 
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party, twenty-six copies, at about $4 50; by the 
Morning Star, on two short tours, in which thirty- 
five towns and villages were visited, 452 copies, at 
about $114; by Morning Star, in Upper Egypt, 
during which trip 101 towns and villages upon the 
Nile and near to it were visited, 1,191 copies, at 
about $260 24. This makes a total of 3,024 copies, 
at about $751 94—an average of twenty-five cents 
per volume. 

During the year previous (1862) there were sold 
in the same field 1,879 copies of the Scriptures and 
portions, for which $501 08 were received. You 
will notice that the increase during the past over the 
previous year amounts to 1,075 volumes, worth 
$250 86. 

During the same year (1863) 2,770 volumes of re- 
ligious and educational books were sold by our mis- 
sionary friends, for which $712 were received. This 
was an increase on the previous year of 278 volumes. 
The total number of Scriptures and religious books 
sold during 1863, in this land of ignorance and poy- 
erty, were 5,794, for $1,463 98—an increase of 
1,353 volumes on the previous year. This increase 
is attributable to the efforts made in colportage upon 
the Nile in the Morning Star, for which the Society 
made a grant of £50 sterling. It should be added, 
that these great sales of Scriptures have been effected, 
notwithstanding the vigorous opposition to this good 
work which the ecclesiastics of the Coptic church 
have made, by issuing orders in their churches, for- 
bidding any to purchase at the Protestant bookstore. 
Surely we should bless the Lord that his Word has 
free course and is glorified, even in this dark land. 
I have assured our missionary brethren that the So- 
ciety will most gladly continue the grant for the 
current year, and even increase it, if another colpor- 
teur can be profitably employed in other parts. 

Rev. Mr. Hogg informs me that the vowelled edi- 
tion of the New Testament, printed by our Society 
at Beirit, is selling quite well among the Moslems 
of this city. The mufti happened to see a copy in 
the hands of an effendi, and learning that it was to 
be obtained at the American bookstore, sent his seryv- 
ant the next day to purchase one. Another was 
sold to a Moslem bey, under the following interest- 
ing circumstances: One evening as Awad the book- 
seller was on his way home, an effendi standing at 
a corner of one of the streets through which he 
passed every night, saluted him very kindly, saying, 
“Ho, my Christian brother, you are the very man | 
wish to see. Ihave been waiting for you to pass. 
T have something important to tell you. I heard in- 
cidentally to-day that some one has been insinuating 
at high quarters that you Americans are dissemina- 
ting anti-Moslem books. I suppose you think that 
the Copts are at the bottom of all this. However 
that may be, the government will investigate the 
matter, and to-morrow a certain bey [mentioning the 
person’s name] will pay you a visit as a government 
spy. So for friendship’s sake I have spoken to you, 
that you may be on your guard.” Awad thanked 
the Moslem friend for his kindness, and made up his 
mind to profit by the information he -had received. 
About two hours before noon the next day, a bey en- 
tered the bookstore. The bookseller, surmising who 
he was, asked a boy to bring coffee, and invited the 
gentleman to take a seat and smoke a cigarette. 
“What kind of books do you keep here?’ he in- 
quired, looking around the shop. “ All kinds of 
books, We have the Old and New Testament in 
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various languages, also a large supply of educational 
books—arithmetic, grammar, geography, history— 
and also some of the classical poets in Arabic.” 
Several works of history were taken from the shelves 
and laid before the gentleman, and also a book of 
travels, in which favourable mention is made of Mo- 
hammed Ali and his family. ‘ But,” said he, “tell 
me about this Injeel? [Testament.] Is yours the 
same as that of the other Christian sects?” ‘Yes, 
the very same.” “If this be true, how is it that all 
the others speak so much against you and your 
Injeel?”’ “As for that,” said Awad, “that is an 
old story. It was the same in the days of our Lord 
Jesus, and it will probably always be so. It is be- 
cause they hate the light ; for the light shows them 
in their true colours. If they loved the truth they 
would not hate us, for we only witness to the truth 
of God’s Word.” ‘‘ Very good; but what is it that 
your Gospel teaches? I mean what is the general 
drift of its teachings?’ ‘It teaches us to do to 
others as we would have them do to us.” Awad 
explained what he meant by a few apt illustrations, 
which pleased the Moslem very much. ‘“ Moreover,” 
said the bookseller, ‘‘the Gospel commands us to 
‘fear God and honour the king.’”’ At this the bey 
looked up and said, “ But if the king should oppress 
you, what would you do according to the rules of 
your Gospel ?”’? Awad replied, ‘‘ The Gospel tells us 
that ‘with what measure ye mete it shall be meas- 
ured to you again ;’ and we learn from this that if 
the king should oppress his people, God will pay him 
back with interest, and so we would leave him in 
the hands of his Maker.” The bey was greatly 
pleased at the answer, and said, ‘‘ Well, this Injeel 
seems to be an excellent book. Won’t you give me 
,a2 copy?” “We sell it at twenty piasters.”” (The 
vowelled edition printed at Beirut.) ‘“ Won’t you 
let me have a copy for sixteen?’ ‘‘ The Injeel says, 
let your words be yea, yea, and nay, nay; and there- 
fore we have but one word, and that atrueone. The 
price is twenty piasters, and if you gave me twenty 
and a half, I should give you the half piaster back.” 
The bey took up his Injeel, paid the sum required, 
and with an “adieu” left, apparently pleased with 
his visit, and especially pleased with his Injeel. Mr. 
Hogg adds, ‘‘ Thus he who came as a spy went home 
to read—oh, that we might add—and to pray. 

Another Moslem—one of the ulema who teaches 
in one of the mosques—come to Mr. H. a few months 
since, and asked for a copy of the New Testament. 
Mr. H. gave him a eopy of the pocket Testament 
printed at Beirut, on condition that he would study 
it daily, and ask for Divine guidance every time he 
opened its sacred pages. This man has been seen 
several times since, and he affirms that he studies 
the Testament every morning, and finds it an ex- 
tremely interesting study. May the Spirit lead him 
into all truth ! 

These sales of the New Testament to Mohammed- 
ans are very encouraging. The principal sales, as 
in former years, have been among the Copts; and 
our missionary brethren are rejoicing in the fact that 
‘the entrance of the Word is giving light” in many 
districts where they are unknown. 

March 3d.—After writing the above yesterday, I 
went over to the bookstore, where I sat an hour. 
The bookseller was in a very happy frame of mind, 
and in broken English, but with great enthusiasm, 
told me that there never was such a time for selling 
Scriptures in Egypt before. During the last month 
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he sold forty Bibles and nearly as many Testaments. 
Awad said, ‘‘ We are right in the middle of the fire 
now, right in the middle ; but we sell a great many 
Seriptures. The patriarch and the bishop and the 
priests, they don’t like it, and they try to stop us 5 
but the people will have the Bible, and so we sell a 
great deal right in the middle of the fire, (persecu- 
tion.) The patriarch told me I must not sell to his 
people, and so I obeyed and did not sell; but I took 
forty Bibles on my shoulder and carried them to the 
teacher, who is my friend, and told him, ‘The patri- 
arch says I must not sell to his people, so I have 
brought these books to you to sell for me ;’” and the 
teacher sold them, and a few days ago he brought 
all the money and paid it over to the bookseller. 

Awad not long ago made a short tour, and visited 
at 2 large town, 109 miles north of this city, on the 
eastern branch of the Nile, where a large fair was 
held in honour of a Coptic saintess. A large con- 
course of people was there, and also the patriarch 
and other ecclesiastics. One day the patriarch 
stopped before his little stall, and a large number of 
people were gathered around. The patriarch told 
Awad that his books must not be sold. He replied, 
“Then you must pay me back all my travelling and 
other expenses, for I shall otherwise be a great loser. 
You do not prohibit others from selling their wares, 
and why you should be unwilling that I should sell 
the Word of God to the people, I do not understand.” 
The result was, that the prohibition was withdrawn, 
and a large number of books were sold in a few 
hours. 

I saw yesterday the colporteur who has recently 
returned in the Morning Star, from Upper Egypt. 
He was formerly a monk, and seemed interested in 
his work. He was gone six months, visited 101 
towns and villages, was received with gratitude ev- 
erywhere, and was allowed admission to the Coptic 
churches, where he read out of the Scriptures “all 
the words of this life” to the many that gathered in 
them. He sold a goodly number of books, but not 
so many as he would have sold had he had a larger 
number of certain kinds of Scriptures, now out of 
stock, and out of print I think. 

Our missionary brethren think that great good is 
being accomplished by the different colporteurs who 
go forth in the Morning Star. The one who has 
just returned from a six months’ work in Upper 
Egypt, while an earnest labourer, has nof the fac- 


“s-“gltz,.of reporting in regard to his work which some 


have. His diary is mostly made up of the names of 
the towns visited and number of books sold. He re- 
ports how that he visited one town, about three hours 
inland from the Nile, taking quite a number of 
books. The people received him joyfully, and his 
stock was soon sold. As he was leaving to return to 
the boat, a lad came running to him, asking for a 
Testament. The colporteur told him that all were 
sold. The youth was greatly disappointed. The 
colporteur, to comfort him, told him that he would 
come again the next day and bring more books, and 
then he could buy the Testament he desired. The 
lad’s reply was, ‘‘It would be better for me that the 
wild beasts of the desert should eat me alive than 
that I should remain without the Word of God for a 
single night, when I can get a copy by going with 
you to the boat.”’ So the lad found a companion 
and walked the three hours and back, rejoicing in 
his new treasure. 

At another place all the people flocked to the 
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place where the colporteur exposed his wares. Each 
one took a book, ready to pay the full price. Soon a 
priest made his appearance, and told them that the 
curse of the patriarch would be upon every soul of 
them that kept the accursed Protestant books. Upon 
this all hurried back and threw down the books at 
the colporteur’s side. At this our brother was 
greatly troubled. He prayed to the Lord for gui- 
dance and wisdom, and finally said to one and an- 
other, ‘“ These books contain the words of Jesus to 
lost men. Take them and read them, that you may 
find the way of life.” After considerable conversa- 
tion and persuasion, the people bought nearly as 
many as they would have bought in the first in- 
stance, had not the priest frightened them with the 
patriarch’s anathema. But I must add no more.

God’s Spirit will surely go with his 
Word, and if you will receive it, an abundant bless- 
ing will be poured out upon your soul. 

A British officer was once taken prisoner by a 
tribe in India, and as he was loading a camel with 
his own baggage, which had been taken from him, 
a Testament dropped out, which a pious sister had 
packed up for him. He took it up and sat down on 
the baggage to read what had before been a sealed 
book to him. It pleased God, through that instru- 
mentality, to meet with his soul in that wild coun- 
try, and thus to make his worldly loss for a few 
short weeks his infinite eternal gain. If that little 
book had been left behind, no doubt he would have 
returned to Calcutta the same careless man of the 
world again. 

Among the wretched inmates of a British prison- 
ship was once a soldier who was so oppressed with 
the miseries of his condition that he had resolved to 
commit suicide. But that very day a minister, 
whose heart overflowed with pity for the suffering, 
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came to visit them; and though he could not 
afford them temporal relief, he gave them what he 
could—affectionate, sympathizing counsel, and a 
copy of the Testament to every one who desired it. 
The kind words went to the heart of the life-weary 
man, and he thankfully accepted the book. In it 
he found abundant comfort and life for his dead 
soul. Through all his after life he was zealous in 
his efforts to send the Word of Truth to all who did 
not possess it.

American Bible Society. 

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers was 
held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, 
the 7th inst., at half past three, P. M., Wm. B. Crosby, 
Esq., V. P., in the chair, assisted by Benj. L. Swan 
and Francis Hall, Esqs., V. P. 

The decease of Pelatiah Perit, Esq., one of the 
Vice Presidents, being announced, the Rey. Dr. Tyng, 
by request, read the 90th Psalm and offered prayer. 

Five new auxiliaries were recognised, of which 
two are in Colorado, one in Kansas, one in Connec- 
ticut, and one in New York. 

Interesting communications were received from 
Rev. Levi Thorn, conveying a vote of thanks from 
the board of Army Colportage in North Carolina 
for 100,000 volumes, granted at their request for 
that State; from Rev. James Hickey, Monterey, 
with highky encouraging reports of Bible distribu- 
tion in Mexico; from Rev. A. G. Simonton, Rio de 
Janeiro, as to the labours of colporteurs under his 
supervision ; from Rev. L. 8, Jacoby, Bremen, with 
annual financial account and statement of printing 
and distribution in Germany ; from Rey. E. E. Hall, 
Florence, and Rev. W. Clark, Milan, showing in- 
creasing call for Bible dissemination in Italy. Sev- 
eral letters from China—as, Dr. 8. Wells Williams, 
Pekin, Rev, Charles Hartwell, and Rev. 8, L. Bald- 


win, of Fuh Chau, and Revy E. Doty, Amoy—with 
valuable information as to the work of this Society 
in that immense empire ; from Rev. Dr. King, Ath- 
ens, in regard to printing the Modern Greek Testa- 
ment in Athens; from Rey. E. P. Hastings, Ceylon, 
with financial account, and in regard to labours of 
the colporteur in Ceylon. 

The total number of books granted is 74,535, of 
which 52,000 were to the Christian Commission ; 
1,260 for Japan; 96 for the Island of St. Thomas ; 
315 for Uruguay; 335 for Hayti; several grants for 
freedmen ; 34 volumes in raised letters for the blind. 
Besides these, $264 99 worth were granted, not in- 
cluded in the above number; $500 were appro- 
priated for printing the Syriac Testament in Oroo- 
miah ; and it was resolved to make plates for the 
Hawaiian family Bible, and for the Ancient Arme- 
nian Psalms, at the Bible House. 

An Agent was appointed for Brazil, one for Mex- 
ico, and a temporary Agent for Italy. These ar- 
rangements were made for extending the foreign 
work. An Agent was also appointed for Western 
Virginia. 

James Lenox, Esq., of New York, was unanimously 
elected President of the Society, in place of the late 
Hon. Luther Bradish. 

A vast amount of important business was trans- 
acted, well befitting the last meeting of the finan- 
cial year. 

The receipts for March were $88,492 07; the 
issues, 159,456 volumes.

A New President. 

We are happy to announce the unanimous elec- 
tion, by the Board of Managers, at its late meeting, 
of James Lenox, Esq., of this city, to the office of 
President of the American Bible Society.

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Bibles on a Swedish Man-of-War, 

On the 16th of last month we had a pleasant visit, 
with the excellent Pastor Hedstrom, of the Swedish 
Bethel, to a Swedish naval vessel lying in the New 
York harbour. The commodore, a Swedish noble- 
man, sent his boat for us, which conveyed us, with 
our Bibles and a bundle of tracts séht by the Tract 
Society, comfortably to the ship. The books were 
deposited on the top of the companion-way. and after 
the crew had been called together, the good pastor 
made an address to the assembled company. He 
told them of the object of our visit ; of the present 
which the New York Bible Society and the Tract 
Society had sent them; of the visit to them of the 
Secretary of the American Bible Society, stating 
briefly the nature and objects of the Institution. He 
told them of the great benefit we, as a nation, derive 
from the Bible, and the blessing it conveys to all 
who receive it and read it aright. He signified the 
benefit he had derived from it personally, and how 
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they might share in the same, exhorting them to a 
prayerful and serious perusal of it. He showed them 
how Americans desire to receive foreigners, not as 
enemies but as friends, and to meet them swith the 
Word of God. When He had concluded, the books 
were distributed, two Bibles and two other volumes 
being sent to each mess, a gilt-edged octavo Bible to 
the superior officers’ cabin, and a plainer Bible to the 
officers of lower grade. Tract books were also given 
to the officers. All listened to the address with most 
profound attention and absorbing interest, and seemed 
highly gratified with the whole affair. The officers 
were extremely polite, and the men were highly res- 
pectful as well as well behaved. It was an oceasion 
of great interest, and we are persuaded will not soon 
be forgotten. H.

The Bible—Bible Classes and Revivals in the Army. 

The increase of Bible classes in the army is cheer- 
ing. We saw recently a large daguerreotype of 
about half of a Bible class, composed of members of 
a New York battery of heavy artillery. There were 
eighteen young soldiers in the group, with their 
teacher, a delegate of the Christian Commission, 
each holding a Bible in his hand ; and a more cheer- 
ful, noble-looking set of faces we never beheld. Sev- 
eral of this group have been hopefully converted 
since they entered the army. ‘Two of them, if spared 
to finish their term of military service, intend to 
study for the ministry of the gospel. Rev. A. M. 
Stewart, the veteran chaplain of the — Pennsyl- 
vania regiment, which has been nearly three years 
in the service, has a Bible class of about one hun- 
dred men. At almost every station of the Christian 
Commission these classes are established. Many 
faithful chaplains also have been greatly blessed in 
similar labours. 

God honours his Word and the prayerful instruc- 
tions of Christian men and ministers from its pages. 
“‘Qver one thousand hopeful conversions of soldiers 
have been reported from Camp Convalescent during 
the past few months; over three hundred within 
4brge months at Camp Stoneman ; a work of similar 
power in Camp Parole; two bandied conversions at 
Martinsburgh within bed months, reported by Chap- 
lain E. W. Brady.” These are but specimens of the 
gracious dealings of God in some portions of the 
army. In other parts of it we hear of great wicked- 
ness and consequent moral deterioration; but what 
would these vast hosts have been had it not been 
for Christian influence and the Word of God? The 
increasing demand for the whole Bible is a good 
sign. “How would you feel,” said a chaplain to 
the writer, “if for nearly three years you had not 
been able to read a chapter in the Old Testament? 
But, my brother, that is the case with thousands of 
Otistiayi men in the army. They have read their 
New Testaments through and through, and they 
crave the whole Bible. The Old Testament is just 
the book for the soldier. It is full of the wars of

the Lord, and of the deeds of the great heroes of the 
Jewish people. We want the Bible for reference 
and study, and in our Bible classes.” 

Where soldiers can take care of so large a vol- 
ume, in more permanent positions, as in forts, the 
invalid corps, convalescent camps and hospitals, Nea 
a distribution of the whole Bible may be judiciously 
made; but for the army at large the New Testa- 
ment and smaller volumes—a portion of the Scrip- 
tures—have been found most serviceable. 

. The demand for the Scriptures continues in a won- 
derful measure. But we are happy to welcome ev- 
ery proper request for the blessed Word.

This event,/which is 
practically the formation of a new society under the 
old name, took place under very favourable auspices 
on the evening of February 16th, 1864, in the lec- 
ture room of the First Congregational Church of that 
city. The following officers were elected: Brigadier- 
General Clinton B. Fisk (U. 8. Army), president ; 
Wyllis King, Esq., 8S. A. Ranlett, Esq., and Dr. W. 
A. Barker, vice presidents; Rev. Charles Peabody, 
secretary ; L. Mills, Esq., treasurer; and a board of | 
five directors. 

We trust that a new period of active usefulness 
in the Bible cause has thus been inaugurated in that 
important centre.—[Eps.

The Bible Cause in Colorado Territory. 

In the month of January last, the Board of Man- 
agers appointed the Rev. John Cree as their Agent 
for the Territories of Colorado and New Mexico. 
Mr. Cree has already entered upon his work under 
circumstances of a very interesting and hopeful 
character. * 

On the 14th of February, the citizens of Denvét 
City, Colorado Territory, held a large and enthu- 
siastic meeting in relation to the Bible cause, which 
resulted in the organization of a Bible society, auxil- 
iary to the American Bible Society. The ‘Denver 
City Daily News” says: “ The meeting was largely 
attended by our best citizens, and the utmost har- 
mony prevailed in effecting the organization. Ap- 
propriate and timely remarks were made by Gov 
ernor Evans, president elect of the society; by Rev. 
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John Cree,'the Territorial Agent of the Parent Insti- 
tution; by Rev. Messrs. Day, Potter, and Betis; and 
by Chivington. The latter remarked that the 
meeting was more for acts than for words, and pro- 
posed to give an example of the former, coming 
down with a few ‘Vs,’ which was immediately fol- 
lowed by many others, the contributions at that time 
amounting to over $300. This is an encouraging 
commencement for the new Agent, and will animate 
him to push forward the work in that part of the 
Territory and of New Mexico, for which he has been 
constituted Agent by the great National Society in 
New York.’ 

A Bible depository has already been opened in 
Denver City, which promises to do much in the way 
of circulating the Word of God in that rapidly popu- 
lating and very important portion of our republic. 

In Golden Cityjin the same Territory, another 
Bible society has been organized under the influence 
of Mr. Cree, and denominated the Golden City Bible 
Society, which has entered upon its work under cir- 
cumstances full as hopeful as those which attend the 
movement in Denver City. In this way the Ameri- 
can Bible Society is planting itself in our frontier 
settlements, with its auxiliaries and various appli- 
ances for scattering the Word of Life, and preparing 
itself, as enterprising and adventurous men pour 
into these vast territories, to throw in among them 
the leaven of Divine truth, and to perform the same 
great work there that it has, for nearly half a century, 
been performing in the older sections of the republic. 

The American Bible Society has likewise ap- 
pointed an Agent for the Territories of Nebraska 
and Dacotah. Rev. Jesse L. Fort, who has been 
called to that important work, proposed to begin his 
labours on the ist of April.

Summary of the Monthly Labours of the Agents of the 
American Bible Society. 


During the month of February, 1864, reports were 
received from twenty-seven Agents, the results of 
whose labours are as follows: Auxiliaries visited, 
eighty-three ; number of Bible meetings attended, 
243; number of Bible sermons and addresses deliv- 
ered, 248; amount of funds collected, $11,086 64; 
amount remitted to the American Bible Society, 
$12,222 66 ; amount paid to auxiliaries, $1,409 33 ; 
subscriptions obtained during the month, $5,595 51 ; 
and 577 families which were found destitute were 
supplied with the Scriptures. 

hese labours were performed under many serious 
difficulties, and they of necessity involve much dan- 
ger encountered, and many serious exposures in con- 
nexion with the thousands of miles which they were 
obliged to travel, by various modes of conveyance, 
and during a very inclement period of the year. 
They involve, also, a great deal of correspondence, 
preparation of sermons and addresses, and much 
other important labour that is not exhibited in this 
report. 


Reports of Agents. 


Rey. Mr. Smitu, of NorTHWESTERN OHIO, writes: 
“During the month, we have visited 748 families; col- 
lected about $800, and obtained on subscription, $600. 
We found forty-six families destitute of any portion of 
the Scriptures. Two hundred and forty youths under 
sixteen years of age were found without the Word of 
God, and two hundred and ten of them were supplied.” 

Rey. Mr. Herr, of SourHwESTERN OHIO, writes us: 
“So far as the Sunday school branch Bible societies are 
concerned, I am not looking so much at the present pe- 
cuniary results, as at the important training which the 
children will receive in*connexion with the Bible work. 
The noblest and most active benevolent workers at pres- 
ent in the missionary cause, were trained in our Sunday 
schools; and therefore I fondly hope that the Sunday 
school branch Bible society plan will ultimately bring 
into action a large body of efficient labourers in behalf 
of the Bible cause.” * 

Rey. Mr. Dennis, of Kansas, under many circum- 
stances of great discouragement, writes us, that our 
Cause in his field is slowly but steadily advancing. 

Rey. JOHN CREE has been appointed the Society’s 
Agent for the Territories of CoLoRADO and NEw MEXxIco, 
and he has already entered upon his work, under cir- 
cumstances of a very hopeful character. The Golden 
City Bible Society, and the Denver City Bible Society, 
have already been organized by him, and begun their 
work of looking up and supplying the destitute in their 
respective vicinities, with the Word of Life. 

Rey. JESSE L. Fort has been appointed Agent of this 
Society for the Territories of NEBRASKA and DAKkoTAH; 
and he expects to enter upon his work in the early part 
of April. 

In this manner, as the tide of emigration sets west- 
ward, the American Bible Society, with all its beneficent 
appliances, goes with it, and seeks to lay under these 
rapidly rising commonwealths the sure foundations of 
the Word of God. By organizing auxiliary Bible socie- 
ties there; by opening and maintaining well assorted 
depositories of Bibles and Testaments in the leading 
centres of trade and influence; and by sending out Bible 
distributers among all classes of those who are seeking 
there a home, we hope to set on foot agencies and influ- 
ences which will certainly work out incalculable good 
for those promising portions of our republic.

Reports of Auxiliaries. 

NEW JERSEY. Canpen County BistE Socrery re- 
ports having received into its treasury during the past 
year, $488 63; and having, since the commencement of 
our civil war, supplied 1,300 volunteers who were raised 
in that county with handsome pocket Testaments, at 
an expense of $323 07. 

NEW YORK. Deposit anp Vicinity BrstE Sociery 
has closed up the first year of its labours with very pleas- 
ing results. Its receipts for the year amounted to 
$277 93; and its distributers have visited in the town of 
Sanford, 496 families; and in the town of Tompkins, 
669 families; supplying all those which were destitute, 
and would accept of the gift, with the Scriptures, 

Herkimer County Brsie Sociery, after meeting the 
demands of its own field, sent a donation of $69 to the 
Parent Treasury in New York. 

JEFFERSON County Brsin Soctery sent a donation of 
$390 to the Parent Society during the last year. 

Sr, LAwRENcE County Brszy Society is in a very 
thriving condition. Its receipts last year amounted to 
$977 51, A very able and instructive historical discourse 
was delivered on the occasion of the society’s last anni- 
versary, by Rey. L. Merrill Miller, of Ogdensburgh, the 
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secretary of the society; and interesting and very ap- 
propriate resolutions were adopted in relation to the 
death of Rey. Roswell Pettibone, and Rey. James Rog- 
ers, two old and earnest friends of the Bible cause in that 
county. In relation to the latter, who died in his 75th 
year, the secretary writes us: “He has passed from 
earth ; but the memory of his virtues lingers like twilight 
hues when the sun has set.” 

OHIO. PresiEe Coun Bist Society has just com- 
pleted the canyass and supply of its field, with the fol- 
lowing results: families visited, 3,033; families found 
destitute, 195; children found destitute of the New Test- 
ament, 440; families supplied with the Scriptures by 
donation, fifty-three; and children supplied with the 
New Testament, 153. There are in the field of this so- 
ciety forty-seven co-operating churches; and there have 
been held during the year forty-four Bible meetings in 
the county. 

FamrFIeELD County Brstz Society reports that “it 
has made extensive donations to soldiers during the past 
year, and that it has also sent contributions of money to 
aid in the general work of the Parent Society.” 

SenzecA County Bistz Society reports: ‘The amount 
of $607 13 has been collected during the past year, in the 
shape of donations alone; whereas only $70 more were 
received from all sources during the year previous. 
Books to the value of $70 36 were sold. If we add both 
of these items to the sum of $809 65, received during 
the year for life memberships, we shall haye as the sum 
total of our receipts, $1,494 34 to aid in the great work 
of sending abroad the ‘ Light of Life.’ ” 

Musxkineum County Bratz Soctrsety reports its receipts 
for the year at $619 80. Most of this was forwarded to 
the Parent Society, inasmuch as it thoroughly canvassed 
and supplied its own field with the Scriptures during 
the year previous. 

West Liserty Bisrz Society received into its treas- 
ury $104 97, and sent $60 of this to the Parent Society 
as a donation. 

Piqua FeMALE Breve Society, in its thirty-sixth an_ 
nual report states, that it sent to the Parent Society dur- 
ing the last year a donation of $150, besides meeting its 
own home demands. 

LAKE County BIBLE Society, centering at Painesville, 
received into its treasury last year $861 55. The society 
held a very interesting anniversary service on the 24th 
of March last, and its condition is very prosperous and 
promising. 

CARROLL County Brstz Society gives an equally grat- 
ifying and encouraging account of its condition. “ By 
the treasurer’s report,” say the managers, ‘it appears 

*S#iteethere has been received into our treasury during the 
past year $828 50; and while we have made a donation 
of $100 to the Parent Society, we are able to show a 
-eredit on the books of that Society, amounting to 
$532 10. During the year, 1,123 families have been vis- 
ited by our distributing agent, and only eleven of them 
were found without copies of the Scriptures.” 

INDIANA. InpraNaponis FeMaLe Bisie SocrmTy 
reports its receipts for its fortieth year, which has just 
closed, at $1,744 78. The following extract from the 
society’s last report will show how well this honoured 
auxiliary occupies its commanding and very responsible 
position: “The reports made at our last annual meeting 
show that the number of Bibles and Testaments distrib- 
uted by us amounted to $23,133, the greater portion of 
which were given to the soldiers then in camp near this 
city. This year 6,985 copies have been distributed, 
making an aggregate amount distributed since the com- 
mencement of the war, to the soldiers in our army, and 
to prisoners of war whom the fertunes of war have 
thrown upon our hands, of 30,018 copies.” 


Besides this, the strictly home work of the society has 
not been overlooked. Rey. J. M‘Coy, the society’s agent 
for canvassing the eastern division of the State capital, 
reports having visited 1,200 families, and found eighteen 
of them destitute of the Scriptures, nearly all of which 
were supplied. This is indeed a pleasing record! 

ILLINOIS. Sangamon Country Brstu Socmry re- 
ceived into its treasury during the past year $1,450 70, 
which, with a balance on hand at the commencement of 
the year, amounted in all to $1,522 32. “The report of 
the treasurer,” writes the secretary, “shows the past 
year to haye been one of the most active and the most 
prosperous years of its existence.” The value of Bibles 
and Testaments in the Springfield depository amounted 
to $1,895 82. “Of this amount,” says the report, “over 
1,000 copies were donated to prisoners of war at Camp 
Butler, and to our own soldiers there; while 1,900 copies 
were distributed at Camp Yates, and still the good work 
is going on. This society furnishes, as far as practicable, 
all our soldiers as they arrive from time to time at these 
camps. The donations of Bibles and Testaments during 
the past year at these two camps, have reached in yalue 
more than $422,” 


CHRISTIAN CoUNTY BrBLE Society received into its 
treasury last year $263 21. The secretary writes us: 
“Tn connexion with this society there are twelve 
branches in different localities in the county. All these 
branches have depositories of Bibles and Testaments, 
from which the people can be supplied at cost prices, 
and the poor ‘ without money and without price.’” 

M‘Lean County Briere Socrery reports its receipts 
for the year at $1,025 79. It has circulated Bibles and 
Testaments during that period to the value of $375; and 
it made a donation of $146 to the Parent Society. The 
society is not only out of debt, but it has a credit on the 
books of the American Bible Society of $93 98. The 
Board of Managers of the American Bible Society would 
be well pleased if all auxiliaries were able to furnish 
them, year after year, as fair a showing as this. 

MICHIGAN. Katamazoo County BrsitE Socrery 
reports its receipts for the past year at $563 21. Three 
years ago it explored and supplied its field with the 
Scriptures in the most thorough manner; and it is now 
taking measures for the accomplishment of the work 
again. The society has done nobly towards the supply 
of soldiers with the New Testament. 

KENTUCKY. LovisvitLe anp VICINITY BrsLE 80- 
crmty reports: ‘t There have been sold at the depository 
during the year past, 347 English, thirteen German, and 
three French and Italian Bibles, besides 1,795 English, 
100 German, and forty-four French and Italian Testa- 
ments, and 389 portions of the Bible, amounting in value 
to $1,407 40. There have passed through the hands of 
our depositary for the Christian Commission, for the use 
of the inmates of our military barracks, hospitals, and 
prisons, and for distribution in the army, 440 English 
Bibles, and 44,100 English Testaments, besides 5,000 por- 
tions of the Bible, and 11,000 German Testaments ; mak- 
ing a total of 828 Bibles, 57,037 Testaments, and 5,389 
portions of the Bible, which have passed through the de- 
pository, and amounting in value to $8,370 61. 

“The liberal supply for the military department has 
been freely furnished by that noble institution, the 
American Bible Society.” 

WISCONSIN. Portage PrRArRIE WELSH BIBLE So- 
ormry reports a donation of $45 to the Parent Institution 
for its general work. 

TOWA. Scorr County Brstz Society reports: 
“During the year now closed, upwards of 600 Bibles and 
Testaments were distributed gratuitously by us among 
the soldiers in camp at Davenport, and in the hospitals

in the vicinity of this city. A Christian soldier in one 
of our camps is doing a good work for us as a volunteer 
colporteur. He sells quite anumber of Testaments, and 
occasionally a few Bibles.” 

CALIFORNIA. Serra County Bisiz Socrmry is 
doing a good work. “Besides the central depository,” 
says the last report, ‘‘it has established branch depos- 
itories, furnished with stocks ranging in value from 
twenty-five to seventy-five dollars, at all the principal 
yillages in the county.”

New York Bible Society, 

The fortieth annual report of this society has just 
been issued, and is a document of much interest, de- 
tailing the extended operations of this efficient aux- 
iliary in the broad field afforded for its work in our 
great city. 

Asa matter of mere figures, its distributions for 
the past year have run up to 80,527 volumes, in 
English, German, Welsh, Spanish, French, Italian, 
Portuguese, Greek, Russian, Polish, Finnish, Nor- 
wegian, Swedish, Chinese, Bohemian, and Hunga- 
rian. Of these volumes, some 10,000 have been 
distributed in the 39,000 families visited during the 
year, or furnished:to hotels, etc., in the city ; nearly 
2,000 more in its asylums, hospitals, infirmaries, 
homes, prisons, ete.; and about 4,000 to its Sabbath 
and industrial schools. Not far from 25,000 have 
been presented to immigrants on their landing, or 
furnished to emigrant ships for distribution to the 
passengers on the voyage. About 11,000 have been 
used in supplying 1,000 of our own and foreign 
merchant and war vessels, including the newly- 
built iron-clads, while between five and six thou- 
sand have been furnished to other agencies, as sea- 
men’s churches, sailors’ homes, ete., for the benefit 
of seamen. To the soldiers of our regular and vol- 
unteer army, 17,548 volumes have been distributed 
at their posts, or in camps near New York, or in 
their passage through to the scene of active oper- 
ations. 

It is matter of regret that the funds of the society 
have not increased in proportion to the enlargement 
of its work; but a eredit given by the American 
Bible Society for about $10,000 has enabled it to 
close the year free of debt. 


New Auxiliary at Fredonia, N, Y, 

An interesting meeting of the friends of the Bible 
cause was held in Fredonia, N. Y., on the evening 
of March 9. Rev. R. W. Crane, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, was called to the chair, and Rey. 
H. M. Jones, of the Baptist Chureh, appointed sec- 
retary. Rev. Dr. E. S. Wright, of the Presbyterian 
Chureh, read the Scriptures and led in prayer. 
After, an address by the agent, a society auxiliary to 
the American Bible Society was organized. One of 
the articles of the constitution adopted, pledges the 
early transmission of the funds to the Parent Society, 
and another promises a supply of our Bibles and 
Testaments to the community. A depository was 
immediately established, and a suitable bill of books 


ordered. The following is a list of the officers for 
the year: Rev. E. S. Wright, D.D., president ; Rev. 
H. M. Jones, vice president ; H. D. Miner, secretary 
and treasurer, 


The Bible Cause in Eastern Ohio. 

The amount received from various sources for the 
Bible cause in the twenty-two counties of Eastern 
Ohio, the past year, is $21,6@8 96! or an average of 
nearly $1,000 per county; being much the largest 
sum ever contributed from the same field. This is 
a net gain of about twenty-five per cent. over the 
receipts of last year, and is about ten times as much 
as has been usually contributed to the Cause before 
the introduction of the present system of branch so- 
cieties. There are in these twenty-two counties 335 
auxiliary and branch Bible societies, and 2,123 local 
or unpaid school-district agents. During the year, 
there have been visited, by the agents of the various 
auxiliary societies, families to the number of 21,107; 
add to which, estimated number visited by local 
agents, 7,000, makes the number visited 28,107, at 
the most reasonable calculation. Nearly every 
branch and auxiliary Bible society in Eastern Ohio 
now has a good depository of Bibles and Testaments, 
and the number of volumes distributed by them the 
past year is about 20,000. The following tabular 
view will show the work accomplished by most of 
the societies during the year:

Chicago Bible Society, Mlinois. 

A correspondent sends us the following notice of 
the interesting anniversary of this society. We may 
give a fuller report of the operations for the year, 
on receiving their annual report.—[ Ens. 


The Chicago Bible Society, Il1., held its twenty- 
third annual meeting in. Bryan Hall, on Sabbath 
evening, the 27th of December, Notwithstanding 
the very unfavourable weather, there was a full at- 
tendance. Members of most of the Protestant con- 
gregations in the city were present, and several of 
their pastors were on the platform. After the de- 
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votional services, the secretary of the society, Mr. 
T. B. Carter, read the report of the board of man- 
agers, and it was listened to with profound interest 
by the vast assembly. From this able and most 
valuable document we learn that the number of 
Bibles and Testaments put into circulation by this 
society, during the past year, was nearly 18,000, 
valued at $3,962; and that since its organization, 
twenty-three years ago, it had distributed an aggre- 
gate of nearly 150,000 volumes! The receipts of 
the last year amounted to $5,881 04, and exceeded 
those of any previous year excepting that of 1856. 
Addresses were delivered on the occasion by Prof. 
F. W. Fiske, Rev. W. H. Ryder, D.D., Rev. J. Stew- 
art, Rev. O H. Tiffany, D.D., and Rev. Samuel L. 
Tuttle, from the Bible House in New York. 

This is one of the most vigorous and efficient 
auxiliaries in the country, and last year was one of 
its most prosperous years. Its efforts to supply all 
classes of the people in its field have been greatly. 
multiplied and very successful. Among other ob- 
jects of its attention has been Camp Douglas, where 
are confined, at the present time, nearly 6,000 pris- 
oners of war. The society has taken very special 
pains to supply all these men, as well as their 
guards, with the Scriptures. In every respect this 
noble society has done its work thoroughly and well, 
and it is proving itself fully worthy of the position 
which it holds in this wonderful centre of trade and 
influence. The officers of the society are men of 
rare excellence, and fully devoted to their sacred 
work; and it is a pleasure to know that in their 
hands our Cause is safe.

The Sangamon County Bible Society donates to 
soldiers in Camp Butler and Yates, near Springfield, 
books to the value of $322 35; and to Confederate 
prisoners in the same places, to the value of $100; 
in addition to its usual donations to destitute families 
and persons in the county. 

We have recently engaged an intelligent and pious 
German, Mr. R. Kohlsaat, to labour for the Bible 
cause among his countrymen in Northern Tlinois, 
and he has already commenced his labours in Cook 
County under favourable auspices. Several years 
ago, when another Bible colporteur performed simi- 
lar service in this part of the State, 3,838 families 
were found destitute among 10,088 visited, or more 
than one third of the whole number.

From the Second Annual Report of the United 
States Christian Commission, just published, we take 
the following acknowledgment of the grants made by 
the American Bible Society to that noble institution 
for distribution in the army and navy of the United 
States.

Pre-eminent in amount, and most precious in 
kind, have been the cortributions of the American 
Bible Society—465,715 copies of the Scriptures, entire 
or in portions, amounting in value to $45,071 50— 
within the year. It is a matter of ceaseless grati- 
tude that God has provided such a source of benefit 
and blessing to our brave men, for this the time of 
their need, and given its management into the hands 
of men so true to their trust, yet so ready for the 
emergency.

CAMP NEAR ROSSVILLE, GA., March 7, 1864. 

Dear Srrs:—By sending me a Bible you will 
place me under lasting obligations to yourselves and 
the great and the good Cause for which you are 
labouring. I wish, while serving my country, to 
serve my Godalso. This is the only method I know 
of at present of getting a Bible. It would be a dear 
companion to me under my present state of mind. 
I have resolved to become a Christian, let the werld 
say what it will.

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The Bible a Blessing to our Soldiers. 

The following touching statement is from a work 
by Rev. J. J. Marks, D. D., entitled, ‘“ Peninsular 
Campaign in Virginia.’”’ The scene which he describes 
occurred in a hospital in Willis’ church, on the Qua- 
ker road. 


Near to the pulpit [says Dr. Marks] was lying on 
the floor a dead officer. He had justdeparted. Un- 
der his hand was a pocket Bible. I gently lifted up 
the hand and removed the book, that, if possible, I 
might find hisname. On the front leaf was written, 
“Sergeant Joel Chester, 3d Pennsylvania Reserves.” 
“ Sir,” spoke a soldier to me, lying by the side of the 
dead man, ‘‘be so good as to leave the book, for the 
print is plainer than in my Testament, and I can 
sometimes read a few words.” ‘TI had no intention 
of taking it, my friend; I only wished to learn the 
name of our dead brother. I am glad you wish to 
have the book ; I know its words and promises can 
give you the most precious balm in this hour.” 
“Yes sir,” he replied, “I knowit to be true ; the man 
who is lying by me read the Bible aloud as long as 
he was able, and when he could no longer hold it 
up, nor see the words, then] read. We prayed to- 
gether, and during the long nights we encouraged 
and comforted each other by repeating hymns and 
passages from the blessed Book. The sergeant was 
a good man, and died in perfect peace; he entered 
into rest only a few hours before me. ‘Come, Lord 
Jesus ; come quickly,’ ” ; 

I then asked him if the hope he had as a Chris- 
tian was long standing or recent. “Six years ago,” 
said he, ‘I first confessed my Lord, and since then 
I have tried to serve Him, but now I find He is far 
more precious to me than ever ;-before I had to go to 
Him, but now He comes to me and places my head 
on his bosom. I shall soon see Him, for I know that 
my Redeemer liveth.” 

I found on inquiry that his name was John A. 
Price, sergeant 3d Pennsylvania Reserves. He was 
evidently near his end, and I afterwards learned 
from the doctor he died the evening of that day. 
Standing by, I commended him in prayer to the care 
of the blessed Redeemer, and felt more deeply than 
ever in the past how precious was that Gospel which 
robs death of its sting and the grave of its victory. 
When I bade him farewell, the open Bible of his 
friend was lying on his bosom.

Distribution of Scriptures at Fort Snelling. 

Our Agent in Minnesota, Rev. M. N. Adams, gives 

this account of his labours at Fort Snelling : 


_ Among the soldiers, I began the work of supply- 
ing the Second Cavalry regiment, recently organized, 
and now numbering about 1,200 men. I found them 
quite destitute, not only of the Bible, but of all read- 
1g matter ; and hence they hailed me with gladness, 
and received with thankfulness the Scriptures, and 
begged me to bring them up some suitable hymn 
books, tracts, ete. Some of the men were absent 
on furlough, and some were on the sick list. I found 
about 100 in the hospital, mostly new eases: Many 
of them could not keep their couches on seeing me 
enter with Bibles and Testaments. As they have 
no chaplain at that military post, they seemed to 
appreciate anything I said or did for their moral and 
spiritual good. Indeed, I felt as if I were, for the 
time being, their missionary as well as your Agent, 
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bearing to them the Word of Life. Oh, what a work 
is this of giving the*Bread of Life to the perishing ! 
In this work, during the past month, I distributed 
upwards of 1,000 copies of the Sacred Scriptures, 
chiefly Testaments, valued at about $125, as given, 
and Biblés sold to officers and others, amounting to 
$57 76. Only one man refused a copy of the Test- 
ament as a gift, and he himself was either ashamed, 
or unable to give any good reason to the boys, his 
fellow-soldiers, why he does not need this book of 
tactics in the great conflict of his life. I must again 
acknowledge with gratitude the great kindness of the 
officers in facilitating the work of supplying their 
respective companies. As the volunteers continue 
to come in, new work of this kind will require my 
prompt attention. 


Thanks from North Carolina. 

Rev. Levi Thorne, in a letter recently received at 
the Bible House, which was presented to the Board 
of Managers at its last meeting, makes the following 
statement respecting the grant of one hundred thou- 
saud volumes for North Carolina: 


My Drar BrotHer :—Last Friday evening I re- 
ceived your letter, informing me that another ship- 
ment of books was now ready. At the same time, I 
also received a letter from Brother Cobb, of North 
Carolina, informing me of his reception of the books 
forwarded by flag of truce, to his address. I am re- 
quested by him, by order of the board of Army Col- 
portage, of which he is the general agent, ‘“ To return 
the earnest thanks of our board, to the Board of the 
American Bible Society, for the very liberal donation 
they have made, and assure them that the books 
shall be strictly distributed according to the terms 
of the grant.”?’ The reason why I did not receive 
word sooner, was that a letter written by Brother 
Cobb for me, having been entrusted to some one to 
forward, was never sent, and a month afterward, on 
his return from Alabama, which was on the 8th inst., 
he wrote to me the letter received last Friday. Ev- 
ery sentence of his letter breathes the spirit of devout 
gratitude and joy, as to the action of your Society. 

I am truly thankful that another lot will soon be 
forwarded. 

I know you will excuse my seeming improper 
haste. Having been so long in daily contact with 
thousands and tens of thousands of persons destitute 
of the Word of God, and anxious to have it, of course 
I cannot be content until they are supplied.

Bible Tour in India.

RANIPELLY, FIFTEEN MILEs N. E. oF by eced 
Tuesday, August 18 1863. 


My Dear Brotuer :—We were detained by the 
rain in Secunderabad until yesterday (Monday) and 
last evening we bade good-bye to the many kind 
friends we had found there, and set out on our jour- 
ney This is a very small place. We had, how- 
ever, this morning, a fair audience in the streets, 
and sold a few books. 

We go on this evening to Beebeenuggur. We 
have bid good-bye to all roads and travellers’ bunga- 
lows, and have to get guides from village to village, 
and stop entirely in our tents. We do not expect to 
see ergiher travellers’ bungalow or road for a full 
month. e 


Beebeenuggur, Aug. 18th, Evening —We came 


ngs 
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on here, eleven miles, this afternoon early, and vis- 
ited two villages on the way, preaching in the town 
here after our arrival. 

Ramangipett, Wednesday Evening —Early this 
morning we came on eight miles to Bhonagherry, 
the largest town on our way to Worungul. It had 
become so hot before we reached that place, that I 
did not venture into the streets till afternoon. The 
colporteurs and catechist, however, sold a number of 
books and talked with the people, and at 2 P. M. 
they all started on for this place, eleven miles dis- 
tant. I remained, however, till 4 P. M., and then 
went alone into the great Bazaar street. A couple 
of Brahmins politely saluted me, and we entered 
into conversation on the subject of the books sold 
there in the morning. They invited me to sit down 
with them, and some forty or fifty gathered around 
to listen, while I unfolded to them the design of the 
books, namely, to show them the way of obtaining 
remission of sins and reconciliation with God. We 
had a pleasant conversation for an hour, and I 
came on. We have visited to-day six towns and 
villages. 

Pempurtee, Aug. 20th—We made eleven miles on 
our way to-day, visiting, as we passed, Ahlair and 
Goondlagoodium. This is a place of some 2,000 in- 
habitants, and has an old fort of mud, erected for its 
defence in times past. We have got now into the 
region of tigers, so that we have to keep our camp 
fires burning all night. There are but few here, 
however, compared with the country we shall have 
to pass through on the other side of Warungul. 

Ragapooram, Aug. 21st, Friday.—At daylight this 
morning we found ourselves near the town of Ned- 
dakoonda, of perhaps 2,500 inhabitants, Allowing 
the bandies to go on, their pace was so slow, we 
stopped in the town. The people seemed litle in- 
clined to purchase books at first. However, wend- 

-ing our way through the town to the side fronting a 
large tank, we found the literati of the place just 
-gathering in a mandapum, or granite porch, near the 
water, some returning from, others going to, their 
morning ablutions. We knew the town would go as 
they went. So going up to them, after passing the 
compliments of the day, I took my seat and com- 
menced preaching tothem. Their attention was riv- 
eted by some quotations from their own poets, in the 
opening of my address, and they listened very atten- 
tively, interrupting me to ask questions, if they did 
derstand anything I said, or when they had 
anything to say in defence of their own system. A 
crowd of about a hundred and fifty gathered around, 
and were evidently in full sympathy with me, laugh- 
ing at every hit I gave their gods or their philosoph- 
ical system. I got through, and was of course very 
desirous of selling them our gospels and tracts, lest 
they should forget all they had heard. I however 
concealed my anxiety, merely remarking that after 
we had gone on they would be very sorry and vexed 
with themselves for not buying our books, for they 
would not have such a chance again. Finally, the 
Brahmin who had been the chief spokesman said he 
would take four books of different kinds, and paying 
for them he gave them to four of his friends in the 
crowd. Immediately a dozen voices cried out, ‘‘ Buy 
me one too ;’”’ and in came the “‘dubbs,”’ as the cop- 
per coin is called, and soon they had purchased for- 
ty-nine, all that we had with us, and would have 
purchased more had we had them. 
After saying a few parting words to them on the 


! nations. 


“way of bliss,”? we left with our hearts refreshed, 
and encouraged to hope that we should meet with ag 
good success here as on the other side of Hyderabad. 
Taking three more villages in our course, we reached 
this place just at noon, 

There are not many readers here, for it is a small 
place, and we could sell but fifteen books. There is 
a larger place, called Chagul, two miles further on. 
Knowing that we should pass it before daylight in 
the morning, Souri, Ryall, and myself walked on 
there, at half-past four, P, M. The people were at 
first very shy, and repulsed our efforts to talk with 
them, and tried to get us away, but finally became 
more communicative, and we had, after all, a very 
good time to pay for our perseverance. It was very 
hard here to sell the first book, but when that was 
done we had no difficulty in selling one to every 
man who could read, and we left, more determined 
in future to persevere, and not give in to repulses or 
rough treatment. 

The people here all seem very much surprised to 
hear of the “new way,” as they call Christianity, 
and many listen with an earnestness which leads us 
to hope that the truth may not be like water spilt on 
the ground. We have reached in all to-day six 
towns and villages, and sold about a hundred gospels 
and tracts. I mentioned in my last the reason why 
we could not give gratuitously, namely, that they at 
once suspect some underhand work if we offer to 
gwve, and will not then touch one of our books. 

Warungul, Saturday Evening, Aug. 22.—This 
has been one of the hardest days of our tour to us 
all, man and beast. We left our encampment of 
last night at three o’clock this morning, and by sun- 
rise found ourselves in the town of Naskala. Souri 
and myself stopped there to preach and distribute 
books, and the other helpers went on, so as to stop at 
Dermapooram, only two miles farther on. We were 
to pass many villages, and had twenty-two miles to 
travel in order to reach this place before Sunday, as 
we wished to do. We therefore arranged for differ- 
ent ones to stop at the different villages, that we 
might economise our strength. It is not necessary 
for me to give the history of all our wanderings ; 
suffice it to say, that we separated at sunrise to com- 
mence our day’s work, and did not get together 
again till sunset. Our dispersion, however, accom 
plished a good purpose, for we found, on comparing 
notes just now, that we had all together visited ten 
town and villages, and disposed of about two hun- 
dred books. A number of these were large places, 
which we should not have visited had we come the 
right course ; so that we were thankful for our dis- 
persion, though it did give us a day of hard work and 
anxiety. I was alone on my pony nearly all the 
day, except when stopping in villages to preach, but 
was enabled to come a nearer course than the others, 
by means of my pocket compass. We stay here sev- 
eral days. 

26th—We have been in Warungul since Satur- 
day last, and leave very early to-morrow morning, 
God willing, for a march of nearly a hundred miles 
to the Godavery. Warungul is the old capital of 
the ancient Telingana or Telugu kingdom. The 
sentinel at the gate refused to allow us to enter, but 
yielded when he found I had a passport from Salar 
Jung. We encamped in one of the suburbs of the 
city, and only went into the city itself once, to preach 
and sell our wares, which are for the healing of the 
The suburbs are twenty times the size of 
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the city, and the people of the suburbs are far more 
civil, intelligent, and wealthy than the people within 
the town. The suburbs, in fact, consist of ten or 
twelve separate towns, but near together, and many 
of them merging in one another. It is chiefly in 
these suburbs that we have spent our time for the 
last four days, and we have been well received and 
blessed in our work, as you will see when I tell you 
that we have disposed here in these four days of no 
less than 1,225 books, chiefly Gospels and large 
tracts, but including nine Bibles and five or six New 


Testaments. 

We go on from here into the least known part of 
India, but believing that our Master calls us there, 
and that He will protect us and make us in some 
way a blessing to the people inhabiting those wilds. 
Forget not to pray that God’s Word thus scattered 
by us may bring forth fruit to everlasting life in the 
ease of many.
